Preparations arc being made by 


City Manager Fatten, the city commis- 
sioners and the city attorneys to be- 
gin work as soon as possible to carry 
out the plans for covering the canal 
frcrm the river to Myrtle avenue. 
Just how soon the actual construction 
•work will be started will depend upon 
how soon the preliminary legal re- 
quirements can be complied with. 


The subject came up for discussion 


at the regular meeting of the city com- 
mission this week and the city at- 
torneys were instructed to proceed 
•with whatever requirements are neces- 
sary in getting the time warrants is- 
sued and ready for sale. 


The special act passed by the legis- 


lature a few months ago' permits the 
city to issue time warrants to the 
.amount of $25,000 for the purpose of 
covering the canal or such part of 
$25,000 as may be necessary, and one- 
third of the cost to be assessed against 
the abutting property. This will give 
the city a total of $37,500 for the con- 
struction and it is believed the work 
•can be competed for less than this 
amount. 


City Manager Fatten has prepared 


plans and specifications on the work 
•and bids will be asked from contrac- 
tors on these plans and specifications. 
If it is found that the city can do the 
•work at. less expense ' by day labor 
under the direction of the city man 
ager, who is a practical construction 
engineer, it will be undertaken in this 
f.ay. 


It is not believed the city will have 


any trouble to sell the time warrants, 
•which are to run not less than five 
years and not more than ten years 
at 6 per cent interest. The warrants 
will be prepared and sold as they are 
needed to carry on the work. If the 
construction is completed at an ex- 
Tense less than $37,500, it will not be 
necessary to dispose of the whole is- 
.sue of warrants.

hosphate rock are dull; but through- 
ut large areas of the state conditions 
re somewhat favorable and should 
veil repay sales efforts. 


'Florida is not a cotton state, and 


otton is the root of the present de- 
iression in the South. Florida's crop 
•alue last year was but 17 per cent 
ess than in 1919. The country as a 
whole reported a loss of 25 per. cent, 


nd neighboring cotton states an av- 
•rage decline of about 40 per cent. 
Moreover, while the 
income from 


'lorida's crops last year were some- 
what less than in 1919. it was 38 per 
rent greater than in the 1914-18 five- 
•ear average. 
Few states can give 


uch a favo'rable report. 
"The citrus and truck seasons have 


been over for some time. Shipments 
were exceedingly large, but the net 
returns to the grower were small, ow- 
ng to weak markets and excessively 
igh shipping charges. 
Profits were 


not large; neither 
were losses. As 


cotton, corn and wheat farmers nearly 
all lost money 
last year. 
Florida 


has much to be thankful for. 
The 


:ourist crop of 1920-21 was one of the 
best in years, and towns deriving ben- 
efit from this source "~re reasonably 
prosperous. 


The summer months are always 


dull in Florida. 
Shipments of local 


products are at a minimum and tour- 
ist traffic is small. 
Business tends 


upward in early fall. Keeping these

Preparations arc being made by 


City Manager Patton, the city commis- 
sioners and the city attorneys to be- 
gin work as soon as possible to carry 
out the plans for covering the canal 
frcrm the river to Myrtle avenue. 
Just how soon the actual construction 
•work will be started will depend upon 
how soon the preliminary legal re- 
quirements can be complied with. 


The subject came up for discussion 


at the regular meeting of the city com- 
mission this week and the city at- 
torneys were instructed to proceed 
•with whatever requirements are neces- 
sary in getting the time warrants is- 
sued and ready for sale. 


The special act passed by the legis- 


lature a few months ago' permits the 
city to issue time warrants to the 
.amount of $25,000 for the purpose of 
covering the canal or such part of 
$25.000 as may be necessary, and one- 
third of the cost to be assessed1 against 
the abutting property. This will give 
the city a total of $37,500 for the con- 
struction and it is believed the work 
•can be competed for less than this 
amount. 


City Manager Patton has prepared 


plans and speciflca.'.ions on the work 
•and bids will be asked from contrac- 
tors on these plans and specifications. 
If it is found that the city can do the 
•work at. less expense ' by day labor 
under the direction of the city man- 
ager, who is a practical construction 
engineer, it will be undertaken in this 
v.ay. 


It is not believed the city will have 


any trouble to sell the time warrants, 
which are to run not less than five 
years and not more than ten years 
at 6 per cent interest. The warrants 
will be prepared and sold as they are 
needed to carry on the work. If the 
construction is completed at an ex- 
Tense less than $37,500, it will not be 
necessary to dispose of the whole is- 
.sue of warrants.

In fact, few 
tales have weathered the depression 
better than Florida. Sections depend- 
ng upon lumber, naval stores, 
and 


phosphate rock are dull; but through- 
out large areas of the state conditions 
are somewhat favorable and should 
veil repay sales efforts. 


"Florida is not a cotton state, and 


cotton is the root of the present de- 
pression in the South. Florida's crop 
value last year was but 17 per cent 
ess than in 1919. The country as a 
whole reported a loss of 25 per. cent, 
and neighboring cotton states an av- 
erage decline of about 40 per cent. 
Moreover, while the income from 
Florida's crops last year were some- 
what less than in 1919, it was 38 per 
cent greater than in the 1914-18 five- 
rear average. 
Few states can gtve 


such a favo'rable report. 


"The citrus and truck seasons have 


been over for some time. Shipments 
were exceedingly large, but the net 
returns to the grower were small, ow- 
ing to weak markets and excessively 
ligh shipping charges. 
Profits were 


not large; neither 
were losses. As

all lost money last year.

The most miserable of all, houses 


ars the two-story buildings. There is \ 
one in Otowa, north of Asakusa, one at 
Ryusenjl-machl, Shltaya, and one at 
Nakanogo, Narishira-cho, Honjo. These 
two-story structures are nothing but 
misery piled upon misery. The occu- 
pants are robbed of the sun, and the 
houses are wholly unsuited for the prlm- 
i£i«ve way the people have to live and 
cook their food. There are two buildings 
In Eukagawa called tunnels.

are one-storied shacks, but unlike the 
usual buildings with double rows of 
rooms, they open into a common al- 
ley which is under the roof.

rooms have their ceilings, but the al- 
ley Is open to tJie rafters. 
Each little 


room of the buildings Is In reality a 
a residence of a family. Perhaps the 
usual number of persons resident in 
each room is about four. In several 
instances the writer has found eight 
In a family.

JAPAN HAS SLUM DISTRICTS 


Life Evidently Is Not All Delight and 


Pleasure in the Land of the 


Chrysanthemum. 


The most common type of building 


in the Tokio slums is a low building 
with a tin roof, 
consisting of two 


parallel rows of disconnected rooms 
opening into an alley on either side, 
writes Fred E. Hagin In the Japan 
Advertiser. There may be any num- 
ber of these buildings, therefore a cor- 
respoudiuig number of alleys. The al- 
leys vary in width from sU to nine 
feet. 
They nre common ground for 


passage, washing, cooking aud play of 
children. 
Occasionally 
there Is an 


open space where there has been a 
lire or a building removed, and here 
the ilttle boys gather In crowds to 
play, 
A little girl Is seldom seen at 


play among them. 


The most miserable of all, houses 


are the two-story buildings. There is 
oue in Otowa, north of Asakusa, one at 
Ryusenjl-machl, Shltaya, and one at 
Nakanogo, Narishira-cho, Honjo. These 
two-story structures are nothing but 
misery piled upon misery. The occu- 
pants are robbed of the sun, and the 
houses are wholly unsuited for the prim- 
it/ve way the people have to live and 
cook their food. There are two buildings 
In Eukngawa called tunnels. 
These 


are one-storied shacks, but unlike the 
usual buildings with double rows of 
rooms, they open Into a common al- 
ley which is under the roof. 
The 


rooms have their ceilings, but the nl- | 
ley Is open to tJie rafters. Each little 
room of the buildings is In reality a 
a residence of a family. Perhaps the 
usual number of" persons resident in 
each room Is about four. 
In several 


iustances the writer has fouud eight 
In a family.
